THE NEW’ TARIFF BILL.—A letter 
from Wa.shinglon tlius speaks ofthis new pro¬

On this point, how¬ 
ever, tlioro are various re()orw, ami of course 
different opinions. One says, that, if tho Mes¬ 
sage ol the Pnisidcnt and the Annual Treasury 
Report be consultcil, it is clear tliat duties are 
to be token off to the ninoimt of six millions of 
dollars. Anothor wiys, that the President, in 
addition to his Proclamation, has orally declar¬ 
ed his opinion to be, that the nrutccUve system 
ought not now to be impairca. Thus, aid W'o 
so confused by contrary reports and oppomte o- 
pinions or declarations, that no man oan cer¬ 
tainly say what arc the views of the Admini^ 
iration at Uiia moment as to the Tariff. In fact 
things hsye taken such s turn, that there is 
difficulty in determining what are tho politico 
of the government party, not merely as to the 
Tariff, but as to other questions, of a more gen¬ 
eral nature, and of wider bearing than the de¬ 
tails of the Tariff bill. 

So far from assisting.othcrs to find the royal

The Replevin Law —^'Plie Replevin Law, as 
it is oslleo, is published by us this evening, for 
the informstion of morohsnts snd others.

From the Maryland Repdbi,ican. 
Jmsslaternent of the J^uUifiers con-ccted. 
and the bicnnsislency, o f their doctrines 
with fundamental axioms on Govern- 
ment briefly exposed. 

It lias beui asserted, in subslanee, by 
the leadiug nullifiers of the South, nnd 
particularly by Mr. Calhoun, in a late ex¬ 
position, of his views; by the late Con¬ 
vention of South Carolina, and by Gov. 
Haync, in his Proclamation, counter to 
that of the P'csident, that the Federal 
Convention which formed the Constitu¬ 
tion of tlie United States, refused to con¬ 
fer upon the Nafonal Government au¬ 
thority to control the Legislation of the 
states, interfering w’ith that of Congress. 

Having, a year or two past, for my 
own information and satisfaction, gone 
through the Journal of the Convention, 
and made notes of all the leading ques¬ 
tions which were taken, in relation to the 
powers, either conferred upon or proposed 
Sind withheld from, the National Govern¬ 
ment, with the assistance of those notes 
and the Journal of the Convention be¬ 
fore me to verify their accuracy, I 
submit tbe following extracts. 

May 91, page 87. 

Resolved, (without a division) “That 
the National Legislature ought to be em¬ 
powered, to negative a)l laws passed by 
tbe several states, contravening in 

tfie aticles of the union?^^ the '^flmeung 
words were added to this clause, on mo¬ 
tion of Mr. Franklin,*) or any treaties 
under the authority of the 


lows, namely:—“That the jorisdiction 
of the National Judiciair shall extend 
to all cases arising under lawa passed

ernment, which, tn the opinion of ils 
functionaries, were adopted, in pursu- 
once of the Consitution, supreme over the 
constitutions and laws of the states, 
would be a matter of hiost profound as 
tonishment, were it not that the dor 
trines* which such assertion is intended 
to sustain, are as monstrous and ab¬ 
surd, as the assertion is unfounded.

tional Government in its Judiciary by 
iyjog^to {t jurisdiction of all cases aril- 

the said constitution, laws and treaties 
supreme, any /Aing in the conslitulion or 
latcs of the eeveral statee to Ihe contrary 
nolwillutanding But this was merely a 
change of the controlling authority, from 
the legislative to the judiciary depart¬ 
ment of the government, the controlling 
power is as completely vested, and I 
think much mon* properly, than if Con¬ 
gress had been allowed the negative 
which was nriginally proposed and a- 
greed to, without a division. 

It therefore illy becomes South Car¬ 
olina .statesmen, of the present day, to 
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tbe sanction of all the constituted authoiv 
ities & of a majority of them; inch a case 
would leave the oppressed ehieens no 
remedy—no redress—no means of escape 
from such power and oppression, but ex¬ 
patriation—withdrawal from thecoromu- 
nitv thus oppressing them. And even 
the exercise of this means of escape 
would depend upon the will of the op¬ 
pressing community, or upon eluding ils 
power and vigilance. 

I humbly conceive that I have demon¬ 
strated that it was the deliberate and fix¬ 
ed intention of the framers of the consti¬ 
tution, to confer upon the National Gov¬ 
ernment supreme power over the govern¬ 
ments of the States, in all cases in which 
their respect! ve acts should conflict—that 
they hare in fact conferred such supre¬ 
macy. That a proper, competent and 
safe tribunal for the final determination 
of all questions of conflicting acts of the 
general and state governments, was in¬ 
dispensably necessary to constitute a 
National Govemvemit —that such a tri¬ 
bunal was provided for, and has been in¬ 
stituted; aid that absolute acquiesceno 
in its decisions can be refused upon no 
other ground or hypothesis, than thst all 
departments of the government haVeba- 
coine corrupt, and that a majority of the 
people sanetion their corrupt acts;—that 
even in such case, although the legal and 
moral right of irsistance and redress is a 
fundamental axiom, that it is a naked 
right, without a practical remedy. 

In conclusion, whilst I admit in the ful- 
est terms the abstract right to resist 


presentatives 


amid tbe waste,” wbidi gives shelter and 
relief to the-exhauited traveller. This it 
the-palmtuMof the Hbly Laoil, e^eftett 

mentioned in the scriptures as an emblem 
of moral rectitude, and a striking image 
of stateliness and beauty. In other tors 
rid climates, as if to supply the want, and 
recompense the inabili^ to labor, thq 
fruits of the earth are scattered with ins 
exhaustible plenty; a single acre of the 
banana, almost without an attempt at 
culture, furnishes abundant annual susten¬ 
ance for fifly men; but the virtue of this 
prodigality ceases, when these fruits are 
carried into other countries; the efforts 
of the English government to transplant 
the breadfruit, which were sq^signalised 
by (be well known mutiny on board the 
Bounty, though subsequently renewed 
with more success, were attended with no 
valuable results. Indeed, it seems to be 
a law of nature, that her richest gifts shall 
be wrung from the soil by persevering 
labor; there is little real wealth or civili¬ 
zation in any region, where they are so 
liberally scattered, as neither to ask not 
reward the care of industry. 

It is only the cerealia, or the corn 
plants, which, wherever they are found, 
attest the presence of civilization, in (he 
same manner, as (he liberal supply of 
butcher’s meat was believed by Adam 
Smith to bo an evidence of the partial 
want of it.

Strange 
indeed it is, that with examples of wealth 
and prosperity before them hardly to be 
calculated, arising from the transfer of 
various plants from one country lo ano¬ 
ther, mankind should have taken so little 
interest in the matter, that these results 
have generally been almost wholly acci¬ 
dental No man need surely have been 
discouraged by (he unproductiveness of 
bis harvest, when, as a single example, 
we state the produce of a single grain of 
wheat. A gentleman in England, in two 
months from the lime of sowing the seed, 
divided a single plant of wheat into eigh¬ 
teen others, by carrying on the process 
of division till the close of the next year, 
the produce of that g.raiu alone measurecl 
three pecks and three quarters, and the 
numborefthegrains was more than half* 
million. Even where nature has been 
lepst liberal in her gifts, she has still sup¬ 
plied man’s wants. Bread is made iq 
Lapland of the root of water-dragon, 
mixed with (be meal of fir-bark; it is de-, 
scribed as bordering on the toughness, 
though as much superior to that which i,s 
made of spruce bark alone, as a sassafras 
nutmeg is to one of elm or maple.

Ho lixiks 
care-worn; and and yet his countenance, at 
times, might remind one of Milton's descrip¬ 
tion of the Arch-Aspirant, who “foil from his 
hfgli estate,” to whom he lias been so often 
ooinpared;

“Mr. Calhoun declares that his views ami 
doctrines have been distorted, and that ho (io- 
siros nothing more than an opportunity to let 
the public understand them as they re^ly are- 
“The Tariff is now fairly before the House 
a|^in;and new opinions are started every mo- 
inont as to its probable fate. 1 observed a 
Bintrtilar ooincidence in some remarks U(K)n this 
subject in the Inlelligepoer and Telegraph of 
litis murning: tho former observes, ‘we should tie 
able, pcrliaiis.ta fonnsonio coiffcclurc tipoii i* if 
wo certainly knew what are the views of the 
Executive on this sitbjt'cl”—and the Telegraph 
says: ‘we may now consider the Tariff asdepend- 
cnl upon him,” (the President.) These re¬ 
marks am very complimentary to the Members 
of the National Legislature generally—or to 
Bonie (larlicubr and well uiulersuxid (xirtion ol 
tlicm. I have re(x’aictfly beard it said, in pri¬ 
vate conversation, tlial llic members from New 
York and Pennsylvania, friendly to the ad¬ 
ministration, are willing to vole as they may 
be instructed by the Executive or his confiden¬ 
tial friends. If this bo any thing else than ca¬ 
lumny, there can be little iluiiht, I should 8 n{v- 
pose, as to the result of the debate in the House.

“If an amicable 8 (ijrit should prevail in the 
Senate, during this exciting discussion, it is 
there that the merits of the coiitmvcrsy wHl 
probably be more fully arid intelligibly deve|- 
opt'd than has ever been (he case herotoforo, aqd 
tiiore, I think, fur that reason, the pre^Dt bill 
or any similar one would fail.

In the Senate, Mr. Clay presente<l the 
petition of certain persons, callins; them¬ 
selves subjects of endless life, residing in 
the west, praying fora donation of land. 
They professed to have made new dis¬ 
coveries in leligion, and were desirous of 
proving them by way of experiment. He 
had some doubt with regard to the pro¬ 
priety of presenting the petition, but he 
had finally preferred to do so, rather than 
incur their endless enmity. He moved 
(hat, without reading, it be referred to the 
Committee on the Public Lands, which 
was done accordingly, 

French Spoliations. —Mr. Webster, in 
pursuance of notice given on Friday last, 
moved the consideration of the hill for 
indemnifying the los.ses of American cit¬ 
izens by French spoliations prior to 
1800. 

Mr. Clay said, he was sorry to object 
to the proposition of the Senator from 
Massaehnsriis; but the Senate were al¬ 
ready occupied with the subject of the 
land bill, which would take several days; 
and it was questionable whether the Sen¬ 
ate ought to abandon this for one of the 
character of that of Mr. Webster. 

Mr Buckner said, that it was not ow¬ 
ing ro any want of urgency in the Sena- 
tor from Keutuckr, that the land bill bad 
not made more rapid progress. He had 
manifested much zeal in advancing its 
pi ogress. If the Senate would now take 
up the bill on French Spoliations, he 
(Mr B ) would be ready by to-morrow 
to fo further into his argument on (be 
subject of tbe land hill. He pleaded itfi- 
disposition, as one reason for delay; but 
be was, besides not in such a huryy to 
dispose of the public lands as not to take 
ample lime to consider the subject ma¬ 
turely. He wished to be able to perform 
his duty to his constituents in a satisfac¬ 
tory manner. 

Mr. Chambers said, he hoped, aflei 
svhat had been said, that tiic Senalor (Mr, 
Clay) would consent to (he delay of one 
day; and that he rose chiefly for the pur¬ 
pose of urging him to do so. 

Mr. Clay could not consent to the de¬ 
lay, tliough he would bow to the decision 
of the Senate. He thought the Senator 
from Missouri (Mr. Buckner) looked 
well—he never saw him look better, nor 
heard him speak better than now; and 
when be gets up, he will forget himself in 
bis zeal for his constituents. He regret¬ 
ted that he could not waive the considei^ 
ation of the land bill, and called for (be 
jeas and nays on thequestion of its con¬ 
sideration. 

The question on considering Mr. Web- 
ater'a bill was decided in the affirmative, 
yeas V4, nays 15. 

Mr. Webster proceeded to discuss the 
merits of the bill, in a speech of consid¬ 
erable length, with m.aiiy references to 
documents. The great principluon which 
be rested his argument, was, that this 
private claim of American citizens a- 
gainst the French Government, had been 
expressly used by (he United States, for 
the purpose of cancelling a supposed 
claim of the French Government against 
tbe American. 

Mr. Tyler assented to the facts stated 
by Mr. Webster, but objected to the prin¬ 
ciple of the bill, which he s’u[iponed dif¬ 
fered from that maintained by Mr. Web¬ 
ster. For the purpose of looking further 
into the subject, he moved that for the 
present the bill lie on the table; which 
motion prevailed, with Mr. W’s assent. 

Mr. Calhoun laid on the (able the fol¬ 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved. That (he President be rc< 
quested to lay before (he Senate a copy 
of his Proclamation of tbe lOlh of De¬

The resolution havin^been read— 

Mr. King rose, not, as he said, for the 
purpose of entering into a discussion ol 
the resolution. But his object in rising 
was merely to slate, for the information 
of the Senalor from South Caro- 
lina, the reason why he might perhaps 
think it not expedient to press the consid 
eration of his resolution at (his time. It 
might lead to a discussion which would 
be found not to be necessary, A mes¬ 
sage from the President would be receiv¬ 
ed perhaps to-day or to-morrow, which 
would communicate (he documents call 
ed for by' this resolution. They would 
have been communicated to the Senate 
before this time, but that a delay had ta 
ken place in endeavoring to obtain an 
authenticated copy of some of the docu 
meuts from South Carolina. He thought 
therefore, that the proper course would 
be to lay the resolution for the present 
on the table. 

Mr. Grundy then rose, and stated that 
he was authorized to say, that the Sena 
tor from South Carolina would on Thurs 
day next, or perhaps earlier, receive nil 
the documents called for by this rcsolu 
tion, and much more,in a conimunica 
tion Irom the President. And tlic rca 
son why those papers had not been com¬ 
municated at an earlier period, was, that 
a copy of the Act of Assembly could not 
be procured in an authentic form; but 
the documents would be communicated, 
whether such copy should be obtained or 
not. He hoped the Senator would not 
under this assurance, insist on the present 
action of the Senate upon his resolution 
but would suffer it to lie on the table. 

Mr. Calhoun said he certainly should 
not object, under the circumstances, to 
the laying of his resolution for the pre¬ 
sent, on (be table. His object had been 
merely to obtain these docutnents, to be 
laid before the Senate. And bethought 
it proper to say that he did not expect 
any such discussion ou the subject as 
;entlemen seemed to have anticipated.

South Carolina .— \ mes^e Was re¬ 
ceived from (he President United 

States, accompanying the Proclamation 
and other documents relating to South 
Carolina, herOrdinnnro, kc. kc 
The reading of (hr Message occupied 
an hour and a quarter. As soon as it 
was finished— 

Mr. GRUNDY moved to refei the 
Mestnge and Documents to the Commit¬ 
tee on the Judiciary, and that they be 
printed. 

Mr. CALHOUN then rose and said, 
that his ijhjcrt in taking the floor was 
not to make any remark on the motion 
which was immediately before the Sen¬ 
ate. What he was about to say, there¬ 
fore, would, under parliamentary rule, be 
entirely out of order. But he would, in 
the peculiar circumstances of his situa¬ 
tion, throw himself on the indulgence of 
the Senate, lor his pardon for the entire 
irrelevance of the remarks which he 
should feel himself bound to make. 

lie felt no disposition to notice many 
of the errors which (he Message contain¬ 
ed in reference to thedoeumentsby which it 
was accompanied,but thei e was one which 
he should deem himself a recreant to his 
Stale if he did not rise emphatically and 
promptly to notice. It was stated by the 
Chief Magistrate, in substance, that the 
movements made by thu Stale of South 
Carolina were of a character hostile to 
the Union.

But, if the Supreme Court was to be 
(he arbiter, be wished to know in what 
manner the decision of that tribunal as 
to the constitutionality of the Tarifl’law, 
as a measure of protection, was to be ob- 
lained.’ How was an issue to be made 
up? This mode had already been tried 
in (he case of Holmes, a citizen of 
Charleston, and the Court had declared 
its incapacity to act for want of jurisdic¬ 
tion, nn«l refused to take cognizance of 
the su'bject. He wished to know why 
this circumstance had been suppressed— 
no,suppressed was loo strong a term—for¬ 
gotten in the message of the Executive. 

It will be remembered that when the bill 
of 1838 was introduced, which had been 
justly railed by the Senator from Massa- 
ehusetts, a bill of abominations, a Rep¬ 
resentative from South Carolina had in- 
eflectually endeavored to obtain an a- 
mendment of the title of it, so that It might 
bear on its face the character of protec¬ 
tion, which belonged to it. But it was 
sent abroad under a delusive and decep¬ 
tive name. How then, was South Caro¬ 
lina to try the question Even if she 
had every reliance on the authority of 
the Supreme Court, she could not obtain 
the judgment of that Court. tVhal course 
then was left for South Carolina, but 
that which she had pursued. 

It was also suggested in the Message 
of the Executive, that (he State ought to 
have resorted to the other remedy which 
was pointeil out, and asked at an earlier 
period fur a Convention of (he States, in 
order to amend the Constitution. South 
Carolina had been prevented from man/ 
applications oh (his subject. Slie had 
wished over and over again to obtain a 
Convention, but she had uniformly found 
l a fix4d majority in both Houses against 
her. How, then, was she to obtain (he 
acquiescence of the constitutional major¬ 
ity of two tiiirds of the two hou^ici? Under 
these circumstances, she made no appli¬ 
cation until the State itself had declared 
it unconstitutional, and the emergency 
arose which called for it. 

TIicir were all the remarks which he

to (heir interests, than hiv competitor. 
By this combination, n triumph is obtain¬ 
ed. He who comes into power, in (his 
manner, If be is possessed of any intelli¬ 
gence. can never be dislodged. How 
can he?— 

He takes a middle ground bctwecdi 
the North and South. If one interest at¬ 
tempts to make a forward movemenC 
the other side ha* occupied the ground. 
And by (his means burdens to (be amount 
of thirty millions, without the Post Of¬ 
fice Department, and including (hat de¬ 
partment, thirty two millions, are imposed 
on the country, under the pretence of 
revenue—an amount considerably great¬ 
er than thewalue of any single one of th*f 
great interests of the country, exceeding 
the whole amount of the cotton crop, or 
the entire value of the shipping Interest. 
Thus identifying liimself neither svith Ta- 
rifl'nor anti-Tariff, Bank nor anti-Bank, 
Internal Improvement, nor anti-internal 
Improvement, he cannot be dislodged. 
What is the result? The system of op¬ 
pression goes on. The weaker side seea 
in it a hopeless case, and mokes resist¬ 
ance. The stronger still adheres to the 
system. The middle power is then 
(brown to the stronger side, and (he stron¬ 
ger calls in force, which puts down rea¬ 
son. This was the procesa of consolida¬ 
tion. Gentlemen might contend that 
this was not a question of consolidation. 
And he could see no distinction between - 
a consolidated gorernmeiitand one which 
assumed (he right of judging of the pro¬ 
priety of interposing military power Ux 
coerce a state. 

We (said Mr. C.) made no such gov- 
ei nniciit. South Carolina sanctioned no 
such government. She entered (he con¬ 
federacy with the understanding that a 
State, in the 'last resort, has a right to 
judge of Uie expediency of resistance to 
oppression, or secession from the Union. 
All ! for so doing, it is that we are threat¬ 
ened to have our throats cut, and (hose 
ol our wives and children; No. I go too 
far. I did not Intend to use language so 
strong. The Chief Magistrate had not 
' yet recommcndeil so desperate a remedy. 
The present is a great question, and the 
liberties oT the American people depend 
upon the decision of it. It was impossi¬ 
ble that a consolidated government could 
exist in this country. It never can. Did 
I say, in this country? It never can ex¬ 
ist in any country. If any man would 
look into (he history of the world, and 
find any single case in which the govern¬ 
ment of abiolutr majority, unchecked by 
any constitutional restraints, has lasted 
one century, he would yield the question. 
For liimself he had been from his earliest 
life, deeply attached to tbe Union; And 
be felt, with a proportionate intensity, 
the importance of (his question. In hia 
early youth, he had cherished a deep and 
enthusiastic admiration ofthe Union. He 
hud looked on its progress with rapture, 
ancAncouraged the moat sanguine ex¬ 
pectations of its endurance. He still 
believed that if it could be conformed to 
tli^ principles of 1798, as they were then 
construed, it might endure forever. Bring 
back the government to those principles, 
and he would be (be last to abandon it, 
and South Carolina would be amongst 
its warmest advocates. But depart from, 
these principles, and, in tbe course often 
years, we shall degenerate into a milita¬ 
ry despotism. Tlie cry had been raised 
—“the Union is in danger.” He knew 
of no other danger but that of military 
despotism. He would proclaim it on (his 
floor (hat this was the greatest danger 
with wliicli it was menaced, a danger (hq 
greatest which any country hadtonppre^ 
henJ. 

He begged pardon for the warmth with 
which he had expressed himself. Un¬ 
becoming ns be knew that warmth to be, 
he must throw himself on his country and 
his countrymen for indulgence. Situated 
as he was, and feeling as be did, he CQu)d 
not have spoken otherwise. 

Mr. Forsytli said, on the motion to re^ 
fer, all observations on the merits of tbe 
President’s Messtme were Irrelevant and 
irregular. [Mr. C. said lie had so stat-. 
cd in the outset of his remarks, and apol¬ 
ogized for it.]
